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Brief  History  of  Euclid  High  Schools 


In  1868,  the  first  high  school  was  organized  in  Euclid  Township. 
Classes  were  held  in  a  School  Street  building.  There  were  six  students 
in  the  class,  with  the  teacher  also  acting  as  principal  and 
superintendent. 

The  first  high  school  building  was  built  on  North  Street  in  1894.  Forty- 
five  were  enrolled  in  the  school.  The  firstcommencement  was  held  on 
May  28, 1897,  with  six  graduates  receiving  diplomas.  (There  were  six 
graduates. ..and  eleven  men  on  the  Board  of  Education.)  That  year 
there  were  1,439  cases  of  tardiness  reported  and  87  cases  of  whipping, 
including  five  girls. 

Central  and  Shore  Schools  were  built  in  1913.  Of  36  who  bid  on  the 
job,  the  lowest  bidder  received  $85,000  for  the  construction  of  both 
schools.  Thus  was  born  a  healthy  rivalry  that  continued  to  excite 
people  all  over  town  for  many  years.  The  rivalry  was  a  challenge  to 
each  school.  At  the  time,  only  a  few  rooms  were  occupied  by  high 
school  classes.  Although  classes  were  mixed  at  Shore  High,  the  boys 
had  to  use  the  Bliss  Road  (East  222nd  Street)  entrance,  while  the  girls 
were  obliged  to  enter  from  Babbitt  Road. 

A  whole  new  era  of  high  school  environment  started  with  the  building 
of  a  single  Euclid  high  school  in  1949.  Euclid  Senior  High  School 
opened  with  an  enrollment  of  1,850  in  grades  10  through  12.  A  new 
history  of  Euclidpublic  high  school  experience  was  born.  Peak 
enrollment  in  the.  top  three  grades  was  reached  between  1965-75 
when  almost  3,000  students  were,  enrolled. 

Euclid  high  schools  have  contributed  to  local,  national  and 
international  offerings  in  music^  art,  sports  and  in  the  areas  of  science,' 
business,  politics  and  education,  as  well  as  in  general  entries  into  the 
work  force  of  America. 


WELCOME 

We  welcome  you  to  the  Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Banquet  and  Induction  Ceremony  of  the 
Euclid  High  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.  The  schools  represented  are  Euclid  Central, 
Euclid  Shore,  Euclid  Senior,  and  Euclid  High  Schools.  Since  1908,  these  schools  have 
fielded  almost  1200  varsity  teams  and  nearly  20,000  young  men  and  women  athletes 
competing. 

The  2011  inductees  have  achieved  many  conference,  league,  sectional,  district,  state 
and  individual  championships  in  many  sports. 

Of  the  seven  players  honored  tonight,  one  player  played  in  a  basketball  state 
championship  final  game,  one  ran  track  at  the  Ohio  State  Meet,  four  played  sports  at 
the  collegiate  level,  three  won  All  Ohio  Team  selections,  one  played  professional 
football,  three  were  selected  as  a  team  captain  in  high  school  and  one  in  college,  four 
won  high  school  all  league  honors,  one  made  his  All  League  team  (Big  Ten)  twice  in 
college,  one  was  invited  to  try  out  for  the  U.S.  Olympic  wrestling  team,  one  won  a 
national  wrestling  award,  three  won  the  Most  Valuable  Player  awards  for  their  teams, 
one  won  the  High  School's  Outstanding  Athlete  Award,  one  left  high  school  to  serve  in 
the  U.S.  Army  during  World  War  Two  and  then  returned  back  to  his  high  school  to 
graduate,  one  joins  his  brother  in  the  Sports  Hall  of  Fame,  one  played  in  a  Regional 
final  game  as  his  basketball  team  made  the  Ohio  Elite  Eight,  and  two  players  returned 
to  coach  at  their  high  school  alma  mater. 

The  two  coaches  spent  their  entire  careers  in  the  Euclid  Schools  and  between  them 
achieved  10  high  school  league  championships,  six  sectional  championships,  three 
district  championships,  three  regional  appearance,  and  three  state  appearances  by 
their  teams.  One  coach  had  five  middle  school  league  championships.  One  coach  is 
the  first  alumnus  of  a  Euclid  school  to  be  inducted  as  a  coach. 

We  thank  you  for  joining  us  in  honoring  these  seven  players  and  two  coaches  who 
have  given  us  so  many  exciting  hours  on  the  playing  fields,  courts,  mats,  or  pools  in 
which  they  competed  or  coached.

Dorothy  Getler  Sheridan.... Euclid  Shore  High  School 
Class  of  1929 

Next  to  her  Class  of  1929  senior  yearbook 
picture,  there  was  a  notation  written  by 
the  Porthole's  writers  that  tells  us  a  lot 
about  Dorothy  Getler.  It  read,  "On  the 
basketball  floor,  she  was  all  agility.  We 
know  too  well  we'll  miss  her  ability."  In  a 
sports  time  period  that  neglected  too 
often  to  honor  female  athletes  with 
much  recognition,  Dorothy  and  her 
teammates  at  Shore  refused  to  be 
ignored  while  they  nearly  won  a  state 
championship,  losing  only  in  that  title 
game  after  first  winning  a  public  school 
league  championship,  defeating  the 
champion  team  from  the  Catholic  School 
League  twice,  beating  city  rival  Euclid 
Central  also  twice,  and  going  undefeated  into  that  state  championship  game. 
This  year,  on  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  year  she  was  born,  she  is  being 
inducted  into  the  Euclid  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.  Her  sports  activity 
continued  into  her  adulthood  as  she  became  a  champion  bowler  and  after  the 
age  of  40  took  up  golf  and  scored  extremely  well. 

Dorothy  loved  her  four  years  at  Shore  High  School,  and  she  especially  loved 
her  reminiscences  of  her  exploits  as  a  member  of  the  Shore  girls'  basketball 
teams  of  the  late  1920's.  In  her  junior  and  senior  years,  she  and  her 
teammates  sparked  a  revival  of  the  girls'  basketball  program.  During  her 
junior  year,  1927-28,  she  served  as  the  team  captain,  and  in  1928-29,  her 
team  was  still  an  area  powerhouse.  Her  coaches  were  Miss  Esther  Russell  in 
her  junior  year  and  Mr.  Van  Dusen  in  her  senior  year.  Dorothy  played  center 
on  her  team. 

In  their  run  for  the  state  title  game,  Dorothy's  Greater  Cleveland  League 
championship  team  best  the  Catholic  School  League  champion  Holy  Name 
twice  before  heading  downstate  to  play  the  Wapakoneta  High  School  girls.  In 
that  state  championship  game,  Wapakoneta  edged  Shore  17-15  to  give  Shore 
its  only  loss  that  season.  An  oddity  that  season  was  a  tie  with  Maple  Heights, 
22-22,  ties  being  permitted  at  that  time.  Her  team  that  season  scored  276 
points  against  their  opponents'  127.  Dorothy  scored  84  points  to  finish 
second  on  the  team  to  Florence  Pfeil  who  scored  96.  In  those  days,  girls 
teams  did  not  have  many  high  scoring  games  because  of  rules  prohibiting  two 


points!  for  certain  kinds  of  shots  and  taking  the  ball  out  of  bounds  on  certain 
kinds  of  violations  or  fouls  instead  of  shooting  a  free  throw.  Hence,  there 
were  lower  scoring  totals  for  teams  and  players. 

In  high  school  she  was  in  the  Student  Council  (president  as  a  senior),  Glee 
Club,  Leaders  Club  (president  as  a  senior),  Porthole  staff  as  a  junior,  Operetta 
as  a  junior  and  senior,  and  Basketball  as  a  sophomore,  junior,  and  senior. 

After  graduation,  Dorothy  graduated  from  the  East  Cleveland  School  of 
Business  and  went  to  work  as  a  secretary  at  the  Cleveland  Press  where  she 
met  and  married  Jack  Sheridan,  an  editorial  artist  there. 

She  played  amateur  basketball  for  a  while  with  a  team  known  as  the  Shore 
Pals  and  later  became  avidly  involved  in  bowling  and  golf.  In  1965  she  rolled  a 
275  game  at  Shore  Bowl  in  Euclid,  throwing  nine  consecutive  strikes  before 
missing.  She  bowled  in  a  highly  competitive  traveling  league  and  several 
other  leagues.  In  the  1950' s  and  60' s  she  also  became  interested  in  golf  and 
played  in  the  Lost  Nation  Women's  League,  the  Suburban  Ladies  Golf 
Association,  and  Greater  Cleveland  Tri-League  events.  According  to  her  son 
John,  "Mom  could  hit  the  ball  quite  a  long  way  for  a  woman  golfer,  often 
getting  200  yards  or  more  on  her  tee  shots.  On  her  best  days,  she  could  shoot 
scores  in  the  mid-80's  on  fairly  challenging  golf  courses." 

Born  in  Buffalo*,  Dorothy  spent  70  years  in  Euclid  before  passing  away  at  the 
age  of  83  following  an  operation.  She  was  survived  by  her  son  John  and  her 
daughter  Kathleen  Ramsay.

John  J.  Marino.... Euclid  Shore  High  School 
Class  of  1946 

John  Marino  left  high  school  to  serve  his 
country  during  World  War  Two  in  the  U.S. 
Army  Air  Force.  He  had  a  distinguished 
athletic  career  before  he  joined  up,  and  when 
he  returned  he  went  back  to  Shore  and  picked 
up  where  he  left  off.  He  was  a  regional  and 
national  wrestling  champion  in  amateur 
affiliations  who  was  never  pinned  and  lost  only 
once  when  he  moved  up  several  weight  classes 
to  help  his  team  by  wrestling  in  the 
heavyweight  division  and  grappling  with  a 
much  heavier  opponent. 

John  lettered  in  football  for  his  first  three  years 
in  high  school,  playing  both  ways  for  Hall  of 
Fame  Coach  Walt  Schwegler.  He  also  lettered  for  his  last  three  years  of  high 
school  in  wrestling  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coaches  Clarence  Swackhamer  and 
Clarence  Eckert.  Not  particularly  big  in  stature,  John  performed  at  his  peak  as 
a  5-7, 165-pound  athlete,  who  was  very  tough,  had  a  chiseled  muscular  body, 
and  was  noted  for  successfully  completing  a  record  over  1,000  sit-ups. 

He  won  numerous  wrestling  honors,  including  being  the  National  U.S.  Athletic 
Union  Champion  when  he  was  a  junior.  He  also  won  three  other  first-place 
medals  in  Northeast  Ohio  AAU  competitions.    He  as  a  consistent  winner  of 
YMCA  regional  meets  as  well. 

Although  he  was  never  pjnned,  he  had  one  loss  in  formal  competition,  in  the 
match  where  he,  who  normally  wrestled  in  the  135-pound  and  165-pound 
classes,  had  to  wrestle  a  much  heavier  heavyweight  opponent.  The  school 
newspaper,  the  Shore  Breeze,  captured  John's  probable  frustration  with  this 
brief  article  on  that  match:  "Anyone  wanting  to  know  how  it  feels  to  have  an 
elephant  lay  on  top  of  him  for  six  minutes,  just  ask  John  Marino.  John  knows 
after  having  the  heavyweight  wrestler  from  John  Hay  lay  on  him  last 
Thursday." 

John  received  an  invitation  to  try  out  for  the  U.S.  Olympic  Team,  but  the  week 
before  the  tryout  he  broke  his  leg  in  a  YMCA  wrestling  championship  match 
and  could  not  attend. 


John  entered  the  U.S.  Army  in  August  1944  and  served  until  November  1945. 


He  held  the  rank. of  Private  First  Class  and  acted  as  an  athletic  instructor  at 
Langley  Air  Field.  Two  weeks  after  his  discharge,  he  returned  to  Shore  and 
completed  his  graduation  requirements  so  that  he  could  receive  his  diploma 
at  the  mid-year  commencement  ceremony  on  January  22,  1946.  He  received 
a  wrestling  scholarship  to  Northwestern  University  after  his  graduation  from 
high  school  but  he  could  not  attend  since  he  was  needed  at  home  to  care  for 
his  sick  mother. 

He  worked  as  a  concrete  finisher  for  many  years  for  the  Lombardo 
Construction  Company  and  finished  his  working  career  running  a  furniture 
store  (Marino  Brothers  Furniture)  with  a  brother  in  Willoughby,  Ohio. 

He  married  his  wife  Gloria  in  1949,  and  together  they  raised  five  children,  two 
sons  and  three  daughters  (Paul,  Sam,  Virginia,  Mary,  and  Gloria),  each  of 
whom  attended  Euclid  High  School. 

Born  on  April  16, 1926,  to  his  parents  Gaetano  and  Vincenza,  John  had  four 
brothers  and  two  sisters  (Nick,  Sam,  Tom,  Jim,  Lena,  and  Mary).  He  resided  in 
Chardon  (Munson  Township),  Ohio,  before  he  passed  away  from  heart 
problems  on  August  29, 1990. 

His  children  believe  that  if  their  father  were  still  alive  to  be  at  his  induction 
ceremony,  he  would  mention  the  inspiration  he  got  from  some  particular 
Shore  associates,  Coach  Eckert,  Crayton  Mast,  and  Urban  Scolaro.  They  also 
know  that  he  would  be  humbled  and  honored  to  be  inducted  into  the  Euclid 
Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.

Andrew  R.  Altenweg.... Euclid  Senior  High  School 
Class  of  1968 


Andy  (as  he  is  usually  called) 
Altenweg,  was  a  track  man  par 
excellence  in  high  school.  He 
captained  his  track  teams,  both 
indoor  and  outdoor,  won  many 
times,  qualified  for  big  district  and 
state  events,  and  earned  nine  letters 
in  four  sports.  He  is  particularly  still 
grateful  to  his  Euclid  coaches  who 
instilled  leadership  values  in  him  and 
urged  him  to  give  his  all  and  extend 
himself  to  succeed. 

Andy  participated  and  lettered  for 
three  years  in  indoor  and  outdoor 
track,  two  years  in  cross  country,  and 
one  year  in  football.  At  5-7  and  130 
pounds  in  high  school,  he  was  a 
sprinter  in  the  track  events,  a  distance  runner  in  cross  country,  and  a  wide 
receiver  in  football.  His  high  school  track  coaches  were  Hall  of  Famer  Tommy 
Thompson  and  Ted  Theodore. 


His  athletic  honors  include  being  named  the  Most  Valuable  Player,  the 
captain,  and  the  outstanding  athlete  of  his  indoor  and  outdoor  track  teams. 
Those  teams  were  outstanding  and  were  undefeated  in  regular  season  home 
meets  while  he  was  a  member  of  them.  He  also  qualified  for  the  Knights  of 
Columbus  Indoor  Track  meet  and  the  District  and  State  Outdoor  Meets.  He 
was  also  a  three-year  member  of  the  Letterman's  Club  . 

One  of  Andy's  favorite  memories  of  high  school  track  is  the  one  he  has  of  his 
participation  in  a  Knights  of  Columbus  Indoor  Meet  in  Cleveland  when  he  met 
the  American  pole  vault  champion  Bob  Seagren.  Andy  and  he  were 
separately  warming  up  but  ultimately  wound  up  in  the  spotlight  together 
when  Seagren  saw  Andy  and  gave  him  a  hug,  a  gesture  that  still  thrills  Andy. 

His  other  great  memories  include  his  teams'  participation  in  the  annual  Euclid 
Relays,  the  Bellaire  Relays,  the  Knights  of  Columbus  Meet,  and  the  State 
Meet. 


After  high  school,  Andy  enlisted  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  and  spent  the  next  23 


years  as  a'noncommissioned  officer  and  administrative  specialist  in  executive 
positions  in  Charleston,  SC;  Stuttgart,  West  Germany;  The  Pentagon, 
Washington,  DC;  and  Columbus,  OH. 

After  retirement  he  moved  to  Perry,  Ohio,  to  become  the  Deputy  General 
Manager  of  the  Lake  County,  Ohio,  Regional  Transit  Authority  known  as 
Laketran.  After  22  years,  he  is  still  with  Laketran  and  now  lives  in  Grand  River, 
Ohio.  ' 

As  Andy  grew  up  on  Roger  Drive  in  Euclid,  the  youngest  child  of  Henry  and 
Elizabeth  Altenweg.  He  had  two  sisters,  Jane  and  Lois,  and  a  brother  Henry 
whom  he  always  looked  up  to  and  admired:  All  the  Altenweg  children 
graduated  from  Euclid  Senior  High  School. 

Andy  earned  two  Associate  degrees,  one  from  Chicago  City  Wide  Community 
College  and  the  other  from  the  Community  College  of  the  Air  Force.  The  AAS 
degree  from  the  Air  Force  was  in  Business  Administration  Administrative 
Management  and  the  AA  degree  was  in  the  Arts.  He  also  spent  time  at  the 
University  of  Maryland. 

He  has  three  grown  children,  a  son  Douglas  and  daughters  Jackie  and  Nicole. 
Each  of  his  children  played  sports  at  Perry  High  School. 

Andy  is  extremely  honored  and  humbled  to  have  been  inducted  into  the  Hall 
of  Fame.  He  still  remembers  those  adults  at  Euclid  who  helped  him  to 
become  successful  in  sports  and  life.  In  particular,  he  remembers  Paul  Serra, 
as  Hall  of  Fame  coach,  whom  he  knew  at  Shore  Junior  High  School.  Paul 
taught  him  to  "give  my  all  and  to  always  be  a  good  sport/'  virtues  that  Andy 
uses  as  a  philosophy  to  guide  him  through  life.  He  also  remembers  Tommy 
Thompson  at  the  High  School  who  taught  him  "never  give  up  and  to  dig  deep 
within  me  because  there  is  always  something  more." 

Also,  Andy  still  admires  his  older  brother  Henry  who  was  in  his  eyes  "an 
extremely  good  athlete  that  I  looked  up  to."

Robert  Ellenbest... Euclid  Senior  High  School 
Class  of  1981 


Bob  Ellenbest  was  another  one  of  those 
Euclid  baseball  phenomenon  that 
seemed  to  come  along  every  few  years. 
He  grew  up  and  matured  in  Euclid's  rich 
baseball  tradition.  He  thrived  in  the 
pressure  that  came  with  being  among 
the  best  schoolboy  baseball  players  in 
Northeast  Ohio.  As  a  pitcher  he  was 
nearly  unhittable  and  ranks  very  high  in 
the  Euclid  record  books,  still  holding  the 
record  for  strikeouts  in  one  season. 

Bob  focused  on  baseball  in  high  school, 
and  his  success  in  that  sport  was  not  to 
be  denied.  As  a  sophomore  he  had  a  3- 
0  record  and  a  0.00  earned  run  average. 
As  a  junior  he  had  a  3-2  record  and  an 
ERA  of  1.04.  As  a  senior  he  really  blossomed  and  had  a  10-1  record  and  a  1.17 
ERA.  He  earned  three  letters  in  high  school.  He  had  an  ideal  pitcher's  body 
build  at  6-2, 190  pounds. 

For  his  career  as  a  pitcher  at  Euclid  he  won  16  games  and  lost  three  (sixth  best 
win  record  in  Euclid  history),  had  an  ERA  of  0.95  (fifth  best  in  Euclid  history), 
struck  out  235  batters  (second  best  in  Euclid  history),  and  registered  124 
strikeouts  in  1981,  his  senior  season,  to  post  the  most  strikeouts  in  one 
season  in  Euclid  history,  a  record  that  still  stands. 

The  awards  that  he  won  were  many.  As  a  junior  he  made  the  All  Greater 
Cleveland  Conference  Team,  the  Plain  Dealer  Dream  Team,  and  the  News 
Herald  All  Star  Team.  As  a  senior  he  was  named  Team  Captain  and  won 
selection  to  the  PD  Dream  Team,  and  NH  All  Star  Team,  the  All  GCC  Team,  the 
All  Scholastic  Team,  and  the  All  Ohio  Team. 


He  won  a  baseball  scholarship  to  Bowling  Green  State  University  where  he 
was  a  four-year  letter-winner,  first  as  a  starter  and  then  later  as  a  relief 
pitcher.  He  hurt  his  arm  in  a  game  against  Notre  Dame  and  was  moved  into  a 
relief  role  for  his  last  three  years  at  BGSU.  He  was  also  a  co-captain  of  his 
college  team.  He  graduated  in  1986  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
Technology,  Construction. 


After  college,  Bob  put  his  degree  to  work  with  Bechtel  Construction,  Incorpo- 
rated, a  company  for  which  he  has  worked  since  college  and  for  which  he  now 
holds  the  position  of  Project  Superintendent.  He  met  his  wife  Randi  in 
Pheonix,  Arizona,  when  he  was  there  on  an  assignment  for  Bechtel. 

He  and  Randi  live  in  Pasco,  Washington,  and  have  raised  three  daughters; 
Chelsi  (23),  Tara  (16),  and  Hayli  (14).  He  also  has  a  boy  in  the  family  now,  a 
son-in-law  named  Shane. 

Bob  Grew  up  on  Oriole  Avenue  in  Euclid,  the  son  of  Bob  and  Loretta  Ellenbest, 
who  were  very  involved  in  the  Euclid  Boosters  Club.  His  sister  Donna  and 
brother  Mike  made  up  the  rest  of  his  family. 

His  sports  activities  now  include  golf  and  fishing.  He  particularly  enjoys  the 
sports  and  activities  in  which  his  daughters  have  participated  or  still  partici- 
pate in  such  as  Softball,  volleyball,  soccer,  cheerleading,  and  dance. 

Bob  has  many  great  memories  of  his  years  in  high  school,  but  there  is  one  that 
he  will  never  forget.  When  he  was  a  sophomore  (in  those  years,  10th  grade 
was  the  first  year  a  student  came  to  the  senior  high  school),  he  was  pitching 
in  a  junior  varisty  game.  All  of  a  sudden,  as  Bob  remembers  it,  onto  the  field 
and  the  mound  came  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Paul  Serra  who,  in  Bob's  words, 
"pulled  me  off  Diamond  1  Field  and  walked  me  to  the  varsity's  diamond  at 
'The  Palace,'  where  I  went  directly  on  the  mound  with  the  bases  loaded 
against  St.  Ed's  and  ended  the  inning!  I  stayed  on  the  varsity  for  the  rest  of 
the  year.  Later  that  year  our  team  went  to  State." 

Nor  surprisingly,  Bob  attributes  Coach  Serra  and  Pitching  Coach  Jeff  Hart- 
mann,  also  a  Hall  of  Famer,  with  keeping  him  focused  on  baseball  and  school. 
He  willingly  admits  that  he  "would  not  have  been  selected  (to  the  Hall  of 
Fame)  without  a  great  team  behind  me  along  with  my  dedicated  coaches." 

He  also  is  touchingly  grateful  to  his  parents  for  supporting  all  Euclid  High 
sports  through  the  Boosters  and  also  for  "not  missing  a  game  for  him  and  for 
his  sister  and  brother  too.  My  parents  always  supported  me,"  he  writes,  "and 
I  hope  that  I  can  be  half  the  parent  they  were  for  my  own  family,  and  I  would 
be  very  happy."

Lawrence  M.  Nosse... Euclid  High  School 
Class  of  1992 


Larry  Nosse  joins  his  younger  brother 
Lee  in  the  Euclid  Schools  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  to  become  the  15th  set  of 
brothers  in  the  Hall.  Like  his  brother 
Lee,  he  was  and  still  is  very  tall,  6-7 
(Lee  is  6-11),  but  unlike  Lee,  Larry 
was  heavier  and  played  in  three 
sports  at  a  rugged  250  pounds.    He 
was  a  stalwart  performer  in  football, 
track,  and  basketball,  won  many  hon- 
ors, always  played  with  great  heart 
and  ability,  and  has  come  full  circle  to 
1  work  as  a  dedicated  teacher  and  out- 
standing girls  track  coach  at  his  high 
school  alma  mater. 

In  high  school  Larry  won  nine  varsity 
letters  in  four  sports:  football  (2), 
indoor  track  (3),  outdoor  track  (3), 
and  basketball  (1,  in  his  senior  year).  He  played  offensive  tackle  in  football  for 
Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Tom  Banc,  threw  the  shot  put  and  discus  in  track  for  Hall 
of  Fame  Coach  Bob  Ramlow,  and  played  center  in  basketball  for  Hall  of  Fame 
Coach  Doc  Daugherty. 


He  won  many  football  honors  by  the  time  he  finished  his  high  school  athletic 
career.  He  made  the  second  team  of  the  All  Greater  Cleveland  Conference 
and  the  First  Teams  of  the  Sun  Newspapers,  News  Herald,  Plain  Dealer  AW 
Scholastic,  All  District,  and  All  Ohio.  He  was  his  team's  offensive  lineman  of 
the  year  as  a  senior  and  the  offensive  lineman  of  the  week  five  times.  His 
football  team  won  the  GCC  championship  in  his  senior  year  with  a  perfect  10- 
0  record.  His  basketball  team  also  won  the  GCC  title  that  year  with  an  18-2 
record. 


Larry  won  a  football  scholarship  to  Ohio  University,  where  he  played  offensive 
tackle  for  his  first  two  years  (he  was  red-shirted  as  a  freshman)  and  offensive 
guard  for  his  last  three  years.  He  won  three  varsity  letters  at  OU.  He  earned 
his  Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree  in  Physical  Education  in  1997. 


He  continued  his  education  at  the  post-graduate  level,  first  at  Miami  of  Ohio 
University,  then  at  Akron  and  Kent  State,  all  to  complete  a  Health  Education 
minor,  before  earning  his  Master  of  Arts  Degree  in  the  Art  of  Teaching  in  2005 
at  Marygrove  College.  He  is  still  taking  post-graduate  courses  at  Fresno 
Pacific  University. 

He  began  his  teaching  career  at  Preble  Shawnee  High  School  in  Southwest 
Ohio  where  for  two  years  to  taught  physical  education  and  health  and  was 
the  varsity  offensive  line  coach  and  assistant  track  coach. 

In  1999  Larry  was  hired  at  Euclid  High  School  to  teach  health  and  physical 
education.  Although  he  was  hired  to  be  an  assistant  girls  track  coach  in  his 
first  year,  that  same  year  he  had  to  coach  football  at  rival  Eastlake  North  High 
School  as  an  offensive  line  coach.  That  was  corrected  in  the  next  year  when 
he  became  the  offensive  line  coach  at  Euclid  High  and  in  2000  became  the 
Girls  Head  Track  Coach,  a  position  he  still  proudly  holds  today. 

He  grew  up  on  South  Lake  Shore  Boulevard  in  Euclid,  one  of  four  sons  born  to 
his  parents  Leonard  Nosse,  Jr.,  and  Dorothy  Nosse.  His  three  brothers  are 
Leonard,  Lance,  and  Lee.  His  mother  is  deceased. 

Larry  has  some  great  memories  from  high  school.  They  include  beating 
Mentor  35-6  in  the  final  football  game  of  his  senior  season  to  secure  a  10-0 
record  and  the  GCC  championship;  winning  the  GCC  championship  in 
basketball  and  getting  all  the  way  to  the  Regional  Final  Game  only  to  lose  to 
Toledo  St.  John's  by  two  points.  He  also  remembers  the  thrill  of  going  to  all 
the  Saturday  track  relays  and  invitationals  and  getting  to  throw  at  the 
Mansfield  Relays,  which  is  one  of  the  premier  track  events  in  the  country  with 
over  20  states  participating. 

Although  Larry  is  too  humble  to  blow  his  own  horn,  his  brother  Lee  will  not  let 
his  older  brother  slide  by  without  mentioning  Larry's  achievements  as  a  track 
coach.  Lee  provides  these  facts  about  Larry's  success  with  his  girl  athletes: 

"During  his  career  as  a  coach,  Larry  has  had  58  state  track  meet  qualifiers,  44 
all-state  athletes,  14  State  champions,  8  second-place  State  finishers,  and  4 
third-place  State  finishers.  He  has  also  coached  and  helped  shape  and  mold 
four-time  Ohio  State  Champion  Jessica  Beard.  She  was  a  U.S.  Junior  National 
Champion  in  the  400-meter  dash  and  won  five  U.S.  Junior  Gold  Medals.  She 
also  has  won  one  U.S.  Women's  Gold  Medal  in  the  4  x  400  meter  event  in 
Berlin,  Germany,  in  2009." 


Larry  is  married  to  his  wife  Mary  Jo,  and  they  have  one  child,  a  son  Timothy 
Keane  Nosse  who  is  five  years  old.  He  lives  in  Painesville  Township,  Ohio, 
with  his  family  and  loves  coaching  his  son's  t-ball  team.  He  looks  forward  to 
teaching  him  about  sports  as  he  gets  older. 

Ever  humble,  Larry  is  very  thankful  that  he  has  been  selected  to  the  Hall  of 
Fame.  He  writes  that  he  is  "very  honored  to  be  inducted. ..It  was  a  privilege 
playing  for  Euclid  all  four  years  and  now  it  is  rewarding  to  coach  at  my  alma 
mater  for  the  past  12  years." 

He  has  a  long  list  of  Euclid  people  to  thank  for  his  success  in  sports  over  the 
years. 

"My  Central  football  coaches;  Don  Contenza,  Fred  McVey,  Dave  Sprochi,  and 
Eli  Thomas. 

At  the  High  School  my  freshman  coach  Dennis  Windham  for  sticking  by  one  of 
the  slowest  offensive  lineman  ever  to  get  off  the  ball. 

Also  coach  Roy  Pignatiello  for  coaching  the  Junior  Varsity  Team;  coach  Mike 
Sheck  and  coach  Dan  Wensing,  the  best  offensive  line  coaches. 

Coach  Banc  for  pushing  me  and  giving  me  the  opportunity  to  start  my  junior 
year  and  never  looking  back. 

Coach  Doc  for  pestering  me  in  the  halls  to  play  basketball  before  I  finally  came 
out  my  senior  year  and  absolutely  loved  it.  Fouling  my  players  hard  and 
knocking  other  players  from  other  teams  down  to  the  ground  was  my  kind  of 
basketball.  I  suspect  he  was  happy  to  see  my  little  brother  Lee  coming  up 
after  me. 

Coach  Ramlow  for  making  me  a  better  athlete  by  running  stadium  stairs  and 
holding  tires  above  my  head  and  pushing  his  truck  in  the  parking  lot  with  his 
brake  on  over  the  speed  bumps." 

Those  who  think  they  know  Larry  may  see  him  more  as  a  gentle  giant.  Those 
who  played  against  him,  however,  saw  a  different  Larry,  the  one  who  won  all 
those  awards  and  earned  his  way  into  the  Euclid  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.

She  played  and  earned  a 
varsity  letter  in  each  of  her  four  high  school  years  in  basketball  and  soccer. 
She  played  softball  for  four  years  as  well  and  earned  three  letters.  She  played 
forward  in  basketball/goalie  in  soccer,  and  shortstop  in  softball. 

At  5-10,  she  had  good  height  for  girls'  basketball,  and  it  was  in  that  sport  that 
she  has  her  favorite  high  school  sports  memories.  "We  were  a  highly 
successful  team,"  she  recalls,  "but  what  I  remember  most  fondly  are  the 
friendships.  We  had  as  much  fun  off  the  court  as  we  had  on  the  court!  I  was 
fortunate  to  be  surrounded  by  talented  teammates  and  supportive  coaches 
which  fostered  the  success  of  my  teams." 

When  she  graduated  from  high  school,  Suzanne,  an  Honor  Roll  student,  was 
presented  with  the  Euclid  High  School  Outstanding  Female  Athlete  of  the  Year 
Award  for  1999  and  also  with  the  Euclid  Boosters  Award  Scholarship.  In  what 
was  to  predict  what  was  to  come  later  in  her  life,  Suzanne  was  invited  as  a 
guest  to  attend  the  1998  Euclid  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  Induction 
Ceremony  Banquet  as  one  of  the  Euclid  High's  outstanding  currently  enrolled 
student  athletes. 

She  received  many  awards  for  her  achievements  in  high  school.  In  soccer  she 
played  on  two  Greater  Cleveland  Conference  championship  teams,  was  the 
team  captain  for  her  last  two  years,  got  the  Coaches  Award  as  a  freshmen, 


and  was  the  team's  Most  Valuable  Player  as  a  senior.  She  also  made 
numerous  all-star  teams  including  the  following:  GCC  First  Team  as  a  junior 
and  senior,  All  Greater  Cleveland  High  School  All  Star  as  a  junior,  All  Northern 
Ohio  Third  Team  as  a  senior,  All  Academic  Team  all  four  years  in  school,  All 
Greater  Cleveland  High  School  All  Star  Team  (East  vs.  West  Game)  as  a  senior. 
Her  coaches  were  Mike  Sustin  and  Dick  Homovec  (Hall  of  Fame). 

In  basketball  Suzanne  played  on  two  GCC  league  championship  teams,  and 
her  team  received  an  honor  from  the  City  of  Euclid  for  its  16-1  regular  season 
record  in  her  junior  year.  She  played  for  six  coaches  during  her  four  years, 
starting  with  Freshman  Coach  Kletecka  and  Roy  Pignatiello  and  Sam  Santilli  in 
her  freshman  varsity  year,  Pat  Vuyancih  and  Rhonda  Scharf  in  her  sophomore 
and  junior  years,  and  Scott  Wilson  in  her  senior  year. 

The  College  of  Wooster  recruited  Suzanne  to  play  goalkeeper  in  soccer  and 
small  forward  in  basketball.  Although  she  was  offered  scholarships  for  soccer 
at  bigger  Division  I  and  II  schools,  she  selected  the  Division  III  College  of 
Wooster  for  its  superior  academic  program.  She  had  a  very  successful 
freshman  year  in  goal  and  a  good  start  to  the  following  basketball  season. 
She  suffered  serious  injuries  that  year,  however,  and  received  complete  tears 
in  her  ACL,  MCL,  LCL,  and  meniscus.  She  also  had  a  partial  tear  in  the  PCL  of 
her  right  knee.  After  total  knee  reconstruction  surgery  and  two  years  of  twice 
-a-day  rehabilitation,  she  was  forced  to  choose  one  sport  and  chose 
basketball.  She  returned  and  had  a  strong  showing  on  the  court.  In  herjunior 
and  senior  years  she  won  her  team's  Most  Improved  Award  although  her 
basketball  career  became  limited  because  of  the  injuries. 

She  graduated  from  Wooster  in  2003  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in 
Geology.  She  then  went  to  work  for  the  B.A.S.F.  Corporation  as  a  scientist  in 
research  and  development  until  2009.  In  2009  she  became  a  market  analyst 
in  Business  Development  for  B.A.S.F.,  a  position  she  currently  holds.  She 
completed  her  Master's  Degree  in  Business  Administration  in  2009  at  Baldwin 
-Wallace  College. 

She  has  been  happily  married  to  George  Lianopoulos  for  the  past  five  years. 
Together  they  have  a  daughter  Emily  who  is  one  year-old  with  another  baby 
girl  due  on  November  4,  2011.  She  and  her  family  live  in  Euclid.  Despite  her 
busy  schedule,  she  finds  time  to  play  golf,  Softball,  and  basketball,  as  well  as 
read,  travel,  and  enjoy  time  with  her  family. 

Suzanne  is  very  thankful  that  she  had  her  athletic  experiences  in  Euclid.  "I 
was  extremely  fortunate,"  she  writes,  "to  be  surrounded  with  great  coaches, 
talented  teammates,  and  supportive  family.  Each  motivated  me  in  different 


ways  to  strive  for  success,  not  only  in  sports  but  in  life.  I  want  to  thank  my 
coaches  for  believing  in  me  and  my  abilities.  Much  of  my  professional  success 
can  be  attributed  to  the  life  skills  learned  through  my  high  school  athletic 
experience/' 

She  also  cannot  forget  to  thank  her  mother  and  father,  who  raised  her  and 
her  two  brothers  and  two  sisters  on  Glenbrook  Boulevard:  "Additionally,  I'd 
like  to  give  a  special  thanks  to  my  wonderful  parents  (John  and  Ellen  Lucas) 
who,  despite  having  multiple  kids  (Laura,  Matthew,  Mark,  Jackie  and 
Suzanne)  in  multiple  sports  year-round,  always  managed  to  come  watch  me 
play." 

For  Suzanne,  13  is  a  lucky  number  since  it  has  been  13  years  since  that  1998 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame  induction  ceremony  that  she  was  invited  to  in  her  senior 
year.  Now,  in  2011,  she  is  herself  a  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  inductee.  This  year 
she  will  address,  among  others,  current  Euclid  High  student  athletes  who  will 
also  be  recognized,  as  she  was,  as  "a  potential  Hall  of  Fame  inductee/'  Life 
has  come  full  circle  for  Suzanne,  and  the  Euclid  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  is 
richer  for  that.

Christopher  M.  Harrell... Euclid  High  School 
Class  of  2001 


Chris  Harrell  was  one  of  Euclid  High 
School's  greatest  all-around  athletes. 
He  earned  nine  varsity  letters  in  three 
sports,  won  many  athletic  awards, 
earned  a  full  scholarship  to  a 
prestigious  Big  Ten  university,  excelled 
on  the  college  gridiron  level,  played 
professional  football  for  two  years, 
earned  his  college  degree  in  four  years 
(a  rarity  even  for  non-athletes),  and 
now  has  a  career  in  business  for  a  firm 
in  Washington,  DC. 

A  serious  neck  injury  in  college  caused 
him  to  miss  a  season  and  later  shorten 
.        his  pro  career,  but  as  anyone  who 
|  knows  Chris  can  attest,  they  are  not 
j.>iWmSSl&  surprised  that  his  injury  was  a 

momentary  bump  in  the  road  for  him. 
He  always  had  what  it  took  to  excel,  and  he  could  always  rise  up  and  perform 
at  the  highest  levels,  whether  on  or  off  the  field. 

In  high  school  Chris  starred  in  three  sports.  He  played  football  for  four  years 
and  earned  a  letter  each  year  as  a  two-way  player  at  wide  receiver,  safety, 
kick  returner,  and  punt  returner.  His  head  coaches  were  Hall  of  Fame  Coach 
Tom  Banc  and  Mike  Rezzolla.  In  basketball  he  starred  as  a  forward  and 
earned  three  letters  for  Coaches  Doc  Daugherty  (Hall  of  Fame),  Dennis  Turkall 
(Hall  of  Fame),  and  Sean  O'Toole.  He  was  a  hurdler  on  the  track  team  for  two 
years  and  earned  two  letters  under  the  tutelage  of  Coach  Frank  Soltesz. 


He  won  many  awards  as  a  6-2, 190-pound  high  school  athlete.  He  is  Euclid's 
second  all-time  leading  receiver  with  80  catches.  (See  below.)  He  was  his 
football  team's  Most  Valuable  Player  for  2000,  made  the  All  Ohio  second 
team  for  2000,  and  won  honorable  mention  on  the  All  Ohio  team  as  a  junior 
He  won  the  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer  Two-Sport  Best  of  the  Best  Award  as  a 
senior  and  earned  numerous  all  star  football  awards,  including  All  Scholastic 
as  a  junior  and  senior,  All  Lake  Erie  League  as  a  junior  and  senior,  All  District 
as  a  junior  and  senior,  and  All  News  Herald  as  a  sophomore,  junior,  and 
senior.  In  basketball  Chris  made  the  All  LEL  and  All  News  Herald  teams  his 
last  two  years  in  high  school. 


The  2005  Penn  State  Football  Media  Guide  updates  his  high  school  career 
with  these  additional  notations,  each  of  which  caused  Penn  State  to  recruit 
Chris:  "Harrell  was  a  four-year  starter  for  Coach  Mike  Rezzolla,  playing  strong 
safety  and  wide  receiver.  He  registered  17  sacks,  23  interceptions,  and  157 
tackles  in  his  career,  including  seven  thefts  his  senior  year.  He  also  made  108 
career  catches,  resulting  in  34  touchdowns,  and  had  12  scores  on  kickoff  or 
punt  returns.  During  his  senior  campaign,  Harrell  made  44  receptions  for  785 
yards  and  nine  touchdowns.. .Harrell  earned  Lake  Erie  League  Co-Most 
Valuable  Player  honors.  He  was  chosen  to  be  honored  at  a  banquet  of  the 
Cleveland  Touchdown  Club.  He  capped  his  high  school  career  as  a  participant 
in  the  Ohio  All-Star  Classic  and  the  Big  33  Classic  in  Pennsylvania." 

His  favorite  high  school  sports  memory,  not  surprisingly,  is  a  football  one.  As 
a  sophomore  he  played  on  a  Euclid  Panther  team  that  successfully  completed 
a  game-winning  drive  against  local  powerhouse  Lake  Catholic  High  School  in 
the  1999  season  opener. 

Many  Division  I  colleges  came  calling  for  Chris,  but  as  is  indicated  above,  he 
chose  to  go  with  the  Big  Ten's  Pennsylvania  State  University  to  play  for  the 
legendary  coach  Joseph  "Joe  Pa"  Paterno,  who  visited  Euclid  High  to  recruit 
Chris  personally.  At  Penn  State  he  played  safety  and  cornerback  at  6-2  and 
210  pounds  and  lettered  in  four  seasons  with  the  Nittany  Lions.  A  serious 
neck  injury  in  spring  practice  caused  him  to  be  medically  red-shirted  for  the 
2004  season,  but  he  came  back  to  play  in  the  2005  season,  his  last  at  PSU.  He 
made  the  All  Big  Ten  Team  in  2003  and  2005.  His  Big  Ten  team  in  2005  won 
the  Big  Ten  title  and  the  Orange  Bowl.  He  earned  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree 
in  Economics  as  part  of  the  Class  of  2005. 

The  2005  Penn  State  Football  Media  Guide  shows  that  Christ  had  a 
distinguished  football  career  for  the  Lions.  He  started  18  of  the  previous  25 
games  heading  into  his  junior  season  and  was  "a  talented  pass  defender  and 
strong  run  stopper.  His  140  career  tackles  are  tied  with  Tom  Poluszny  (an  Ail- 
American  linebacker)  for  most  of  the  squad  entering  the  2005  season." 

Chris  played  for  two  National  Football  League  teams,  the  Arizona  Cardinals 
and  Miami  Dolphins,  but  decided  that  his  neck  injury  precluded  an  NFL  career. 

He  originally  began  his  business  career  with  the  Washington,  DC  Chamber  of 
Commerce  as  an  economic  development  consultant  and  since  2009  holds  the 
position  of  Federal  Information  and  Privacy  Consultant  with  Deloitte  and 
Touche,  LLP,  in  the  DC  area.  He  is  still  unmarried,  lives  in  Fairfax,  Virginia,  and 
enjoys  playing  golf,  globe  trotting,  and  playing  classical  piano. 


One  of  three  sons  born  to  John  and  Lorine  Harrell,  Chris  grew  upon  Devoe 
Avenue  in  Euclid  with  his  brothers  Ulysses  I.  Roscoe  and  Johnathan.  He 
attended  Central  middle  School  before  coming  to  the  High  School  and  was 
influenced  positively  there  by  Coach  T.  J.  Florkiewicz,  "who  took  time,"  as 
Chris  remembers  it,  "from  his  after  hours  personal  schedule  to  bring  me  to 
every  open  basketball  session  at  Euclid  High  School  as  an  8th  grader." 

Chris  has  many  other  Euclid  people  that  he  thanks  for  all  the  positive 
influences  on  him,  in  particular  for  football  Coaches  Banc,  Rezzolla,  Roy 
Pignatiello,  John  Gibbons,  and  Eli  Thomas  "who  coached  me  throughout  my 
Euclid  career  and  gave  me  every  opportunity  to  succeed. ..Also  John  Harrell 
and  Sean  Richardson  were  major  influences  in  my  passion  to  play  football  and 
provided  the  spirit  that  I  needed  to  believe  in  myself  as  an  athlete."  In 
basketball  he  was  strongly  influenced  by  Coaches  Daugherty,  Turkall,  O'Toole 
and  Steve  Barrett.  They  encouraged  him  to  "become  a  leader  among  many." 

Chris  strongly  feels  that  his  principals  along  the  way  (Ron  Seymour,  Hank 
Steinmetz,  and  Pat  Vuyancih)  were  "consistent  motivators  and  school 
leaders/administrators  who  always  supported  my  visions  and  goals  while 
always  treating  me  as  a  student  first  and  an  athlete  second."  He  still  values 
what  he  learned  from  his  teammate  and  classmate  Jason  Weybrecht  who 
"taught  me  the  joy  and  brotherhood  of  athletics  and  friendship  as  an  alumnus 
of  EHS  sports." 

Of  course,  he  has  his  loving  parents  and  family  to  thank  for  their  "guidance 
and  timeless  commitment  to  enroll  me  in  any  sport  that  I  could  compete  in 
and  helped  me  to  become  the  best  well  rounded  athlete  I  could  be."  His 
oldest  brother  Ulysses  I  Roscoe,  Chris  proclaims  "has  been  my  Life  Coach, 
Biggest  Fan,  and  Role  Model  for  as  long  as  I  can  remember,  and  I  am  forever 
grateful." 

Chris  attributes  a  motivation  for  excelling  as  a  Euclid  athlete  to  what  he  as  a 
student  saw  hanging  on  the  walls  in  the  athletic  wings  at  Euclid  High  School. 
"I  am  greatly  honored,"  he  writes,  "to  represent  Euclid  High  School  for  my 
Class  of  2001  and  the  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  legends.  Throughout  my  career  I 
looked  forward  to  joining  those  before  me  that  are  seen  throughout  the  halls 
of  Euclid  High  School  who  made  Euclid  academics  and  athletics  the  standard 
of  our  time.  All  my  role  models  as  a  young  man  are  hanging  on  the  walls  in 
EHS,  and  I  hope  my  life  does  the  same  for  a  young  man  or  woman  in  the 
future."  Those  are  humble  and  noble  comments  by  a  young  man  who  is  more 
than  worthy  of  the  honor  he  will  receive  tonight. 


Dan  Maxson 
Coach 


Dan  Maxson  had  a  remarkably  successful 
career  as  a  coach,  athletic  director,  and 
teacher  in  the  Euclid  City  Schools.  His  teams 
won  titles,  he  coached  many  wonderful 
athletes,  he  skillfully  administered  his  school's 
athletic  programs,  and  he  had  a  distinguished 
teaching  career.  When  he  retired  in  2009,  he 
told  the  Euclid  Sun  Journal  that  his  motto  was 
"Life  is  good."  He  tried  to  impart  that  attitude 
to  the  young  people  under  his  care,  and  his 
career  reflects  that  motto. 

Born  and  raised  in  Yonkers,  New  York,  near 
the  Bronx  in  New  York  City,  Dan's  family 
moved  to  Mentor,  Ohio,  and  he  attended  Mentor  High  School  for  his  last 
three  years  of  high  school.  There  he  ran  cross  country  and  track,  earning  two 
letters  in  cross  country  and  three  in  track.  He  came  to  work  in  the  Euclid 
Schools  in  1979,  the  year  he  graduated  from  Hiram  College  with  a  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  and  a  major  in  German  and  physical  education.  At  Hiram  he 
lettered  in  track  and  also  played  volleyball  and  water  polo. 


He  earned  his  Master  of  Education  Degree  for  Administration  in  1987  from 
John  Carroll  University.  He  earned  the  prestigious  Fulbright  Award  in  1986 
and  the  Jennings  Award  in  1990.  Twice  he  was  named  the  Euclid  Teacher  of 
the  Year  by  the  Euclid  Teachers  Association,  in  1998  and  2003.  In  1998  he 
won  the  Plain  Deo/er-Continental  Airlines  Teacher  Award  and  in  2006  the 
NEO  Crystal  Apple  Award.  He  was  the  Central  Reading  Department 
Chairperson  (1987-1997)  and  the  Department  Chairperson  of  Foreign 
Language  (1998-2003).  He  spent  his  entire  career  in  the  Euclid  School  District 
until  he  retired  after  30  years  in  2009. 

From  1979  until  1986  he  taught  at  Euclid  High  School  as  a  teacher  of  German, 
English,  history  and  physical  education.  He  spent  nearly  all  of  the  rest  of  his 
career  at  Central  Middle  School  where  he  became  the  athletic  director  in 
1992,  a  position  he  held  for  19  years.  He  also  became  the  High  School 
Assistant  Athletic  Director  in  1992,  was  interim  athletic  director  at  Forest  Park 
in  2003,  and  in  2004  served  as  an  interim  assistant  principal. 


During  his  time  in  Euclid  Dan  feels  that  he  was  extremely  fortunate  in  having 


staff  members  who  helped  him.  Department  Chairpersons  Donna  Baumeister 
helped  in  foreign  language  as  did  Bob  Petrovic  in  English  and  Hall  of  Fame 
Coaches  Arlene  Carter  and  Pat  Buck  in  physical  education.  Coaching  mentors 
included  Paul  Serra  (Hall  of  Fame),  Tom  Halbedel,  and  Harry  Siskind.  Pat  Buck 
was  his  closest  mentor  and  faculty  friend. 

Dan  had  great  success  in  the  many  High  School  coaching  positions  that  he 
held  over  the  years.  He  coached  the  first-ever  girls  softball  team  (1982-1986) 
to  two  Regional  appearances  and  in  1992  a  State  Tournament  appearance 
and  a  fifth-place  finish.  As  the  boys  and  girls  swim  coach,  he  led  his  teams  to 
four  Greater  Cleveland  Conference  championships  (one  for  boys  and  three  for 
girls),  had  two  State  qualifying  boys  and  three  girl  State  qualifiers),  with  the 
girls  being  undefeated  one  year.  As  the  volleyball  coach  (1987-1992)  his  team 
had  one  District  Final  appearance,  and  the  girls  track  team  that  he  coached 
won  three  GCC  championships  and  had  three  Regional  qualifiers.  He  also 
coached  the  girls  cross  country  team  in  1979,  and  his  team  won  the  GCC,  was 
undefeated,  and  had  two  State  qualifiers.  He  coached  a  News  Herald 
Octonary  champion  from  Euclid,  Ellen  Buck. 

He  also  coached  Freshman  volleyball  teams  (1982-86),  was  the  Junior  Varsity 
girls  basketball  coach  (1979-81),  and  was  the  JV  softball  coach  (1982-87), 
having  a  fine  wining  record  with  each  team. 

Dan  also  had  some  great  athletic  experiences  that  were  outside  of  his  high 
school  or  middle  school  coaching  experiences.  In  the  summer  of  1985  he  was 
selected  to  the  United  States  Olympic  Committee  water  polo  development 
coaching  staff  in  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado.  From  1990  until  1997  he  was 
selected  to  the  Nike  Ohio  volleyball  and  basketball  coaching  staffs  in  the 
summers  of  those  years.  In  1982,  he  had  a  basketball  article  published  in  the 
Coaching  Journal  and  other  articles  in  the  Plain  Dealer  (1992-2003), 
Scholastic  Magazine  (1993),  and  Poetry  Anthology  (1998). 

Dan  was  given  the  chance  to  develop,  as  he  puts  it,  "many  future  EHS  stars," 
when  he  went  to  Central  to  teach  and  coach.  His  boys  and  girls  cross  country 
teams  were  undefeated  in  2001  and  were  Lake  Erie  League  Middle  School 
Champions.  His  1999  softball  team  was  12-1  and  won  the  LEL.  His  baseball 
team  in  1998  was  the  LEL  Co-champion.  His  boys  basketball  teams  won  three 
GCC  Championships  and  had  a  106-15  record.  He  also  coached  the  girls  track 
team  in  1981  and  had  a  winning  record  (4-3). 

Dan  had  his  mentors  at  Central  as  well.  They  included  Coaches  Fred  McVey, 
Don  Contenza,  Leo  Collins,  and  Bob  Godfrey.  Doc  Daugherty  (Hall  of  Fame) 
came  from  the  High  School  to  visit  his  basketball  teams  often,  "contributing  to 


the  success  of  our  league  championship  teams/'  as  Dan  remembers  it. 

Dan  is  the  first  to  admit  that  he  was  lucky  to  have  outstanding  athletes  join 
his  teams.  They  were  "motivated/7  as  he  puts  it,  "and  stayed  the  course  and 
earned  championships  through  their  sweat  equity/'  He  feels  that  he  was  also 
fortunate  to  see  many  of  his  former  student-athletes  return  as  coaches  at 
Central,  including  Rashod  Wilson,  Lynn  Phillips,  Adam  Fender,  Jim  Grinstead, 
and  Charlie  Smialek,  who  is  now  the  Principal  at  the  High  School. 

Dan  coached  three  sports  for  13  straight  seasons  and  coached  for  22  seasons 
during  his  30-year  career.  He  has  many  special  memories  of  those  coaching 
years,  such  as  his  1979  High  School  girls  JV  basketball  team  that  became  a 
championship  squad,  and  his  1986  EHS  JV  Softball  team  that  out-slugged  the 
entire  league  that  year  "and  made  football  scores  the  norm."  His  1987 
Central  boys  basketball  team  "topped  90  points  several  times  and  eclipsed 
100  points  on  its  way  to  a  league  title."  The  girls  swim  teams  at  EHS  won  four 
straight  league  titles  on  their  way  to  undefeated  conference  seasons  and  a  63 
-9-1  overall  record.  A  special  spot  is  in  his  heart,  however,  for  his  1987  boys 
swim  championship.  "The  team  began  as  freshmen,"  he  writes,  "and  worked/ 
willed  their  way  to  a  title  in  their  senior  year." 

His  memories  go  beyond  the  courts,  pools,  and  playing  fields  where  he  has 
coached.  Especially  dear  to  him  are  his  relationships  with  his  student-athletes 
after  they  have  graduated.  Many  of  them  have  invited  him  to  their  weddings, 
college  graduations,  and  special  life  events.  He  can  never  forget  when  "in 
1995  one  student-athlete  introduced  me  to  my  wife  Jan." 

As  a  retiree  who  resides  with  his  wife  in  Concord  Township,  Ohio,  Dan  has 
been  very  busy.  In  2009  he  served  as  president  of  the  Fairport  Lighthouse  and 
Marine  museum  Historical  Society  after  serving  as  a  volunteer  keeper  for  12 
years  before  that.  He  also  has  served  as  a  boating  and  kayak  instructor  with 
the  Lake  Metroparks  and  with  other  seasonal  events  with  Metroparks.  He  has 
continued  his  work  for  the  past  25  years  as  a  volunteer  worker  at  Euclid  Track 
Relays.  For  the  past  28  years  he  has  been  the  Voice  of  the  Panthers  public 
address  game  announcer  at  home  football  games. 

Dan  considers  himself  extremely  lucky  when  Euclid  hired  him  in  1979.  He  has 
written,  "My  loyalty  to  the  community  has  provided  me  with  so  many 
wonderful  colleagues,  friends,  and  experiences.  Spending  my  entire  career  in 
the  Euclid  City  Schools  and  being  recognized  this  evening  will  be  with  me 
always."  To  use  some  of  Dan's  own  words,  "sweat  equity"  has  paid  off  for 
him.

Greg  Sattler... Euclid  Senior  High  School...Class  of  1966 

Coach 


Greg  Sattler  served  15  years  as  a  coach  of 
the  boys  soccer  team,  14  of  them  as  the 
Head  Coach.  He  was  the  third  soccer 
coach  in  Euclid  High  School's  history. 
When  he  took  over  the  program,  the 
school  fielded  one  team  with  19  players, 
and  when  he  retired  as  a  coach,  the  school 
had  a  varsity,  junior  varsity,  and  a  ninth 
grade  team,  each  with  its  own  coach.  He 
scheduled  the  first  night  soccer  game  at 
EHS  versus  the  defending  State  Champion 
University  School,  started  the  Euclid  Youth 
Soccer  Program  as  part  of  the  Ohio 
Amateur  Soccer  Association  (of  which  he 
once  served  as  the  president),  and 
finished  with  a  winning  career  record  of  97 
-80-5.  He  becomes  the  first  graduate  of 

any  Euclid  school  to  be  inducted  as  a  coach  into  the  Euclid  School  Sports  Hall 

of  Fame. 

Greg  was  born  in  East  Cleveland  in  1948,  and  his  family  moved  to  Euclid  in 
1954  and  still  lives  in  the  city,  as  do  Greg  and  his  own  family.  He  attended 
Euclid  Senior  High  School  and  graduated  in  1966.  He  ran  on  the  cross  country 
team  for  one  year  and  spent  two  years  on  the  indoor  and  outdoor  track  teams 
and  lettered  in  those  sports. 

After  high  school  he  attended  Kent  State  University  for  one  year  and  spent 
the  next  three  years  at  Ohio  University  from  which  he  graduated  in  1970  with 
a  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in  Education.  He  later  attended  Cleveland  State 
University  and  earned  his  Master  of  Science  Degree  in  Education  in  1978. 

After  graduating  from  OU,  in  1970,  Greg  was  hired  by  the  Euclid  City  Schools 
to  work  as  a  business  education  teacher  at  Euclid  Senior  High  School.  He 
spent  38  years  at  the  High  School  and  finished  his  teaching  career  at  Central 
Middle  School,  putting  in  40  years  as  a  Euclid  teacher. 

He  coached  in  five  sports  at  the  High  School,  serving  as  an  assistant  coach  in 
wrestling  (10  years),  boys  track  (10  years),  girls  gymnastics  (two  years),  and 
boys  soccer  (1  year).  He  was  also  an  assistant  coach  in  football  for  one  year  at 


Central.  His  head  coaching  experience  was  in  boys  soccer  at  EHS  for  14  years, 
1971-1985. 

As  is  evidenced  by  his  over-all  record,  his  soccer  teams  were  very  successful, 
winning  the  Greater  Cleveland  Conference  Championship  one  time  (1983)  and 
winning  the  Sectional  Championship  twice.  His  1975  team  reached  the  Final 
Eight  in  the  State.  He  had  five  First  Team  All  Ohio  players  and  was  the  GCC 
Coach  of  the  year  two  times.  He  was  also  named  as  Coach  of  Greater 
Cleveland  High  School  All  Stars. 

Greg  attributes  his  becoming  a  teacher  and  coach  because  of  his  positive 
experience  as  an  athlete  under  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Dale  "Tommy''  Thompson. 

He  is  especially  proud  that  he  coached  the  first  soccer  player  to  be  inducted 
into  the  Euclid  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame,  Paul  McFadden,  in  1993.  He  also 
is  proud  of  the  fact  that  two  of  his  payers  went  on  to  play  at  the  professional 
level,  Wes  Mallard  in  soccer  with  the  Cleveland  Stars  and  McFadden  who 
became  the  first  EHs  graduate  to  play  in  the  National  Football  League  as  a 
kicker  with  the  Philadelphia  Eagles,  New  York  Giants,  and  Atlanta  Falcons. 

He  also  is  very  thankful  that  he  had  a  very  special  assistant  coach  for  13  of  his 
14  years  as  head  coach.  That  assistant  was  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Dick  Homovec, 
who  was  very  helpful  and  loyal  to  Greg. 

He  has  a  number  of  special  memories,  one  of  which  is  having  two  former 
players  of  his  becoming  soccer  coaches  and  coaching  against  each  other. 
They  were  Marko  Prpic  who  coached  the  Villa  Angela-St.  Jospeh  team  against 
the  Euclid  squad  coached  by  Mike  Durbin. 

His  most  memorable  season  was  that  of  his  soccer  team  in  1981.  He  explains 
it  this  way:  "We  started  the  OHSAA  Tournament  with  a  5-6-1  record,  and  we 
defeated  the  #2  and  #1  Sectional  seeds  to  win  the  sectional  and  move  on  to 
the  District  Final.  We  came  within  two  games  of  the  State  Final." 

In  that  memorable  1982  season,  Greg  received  a  congratulatory  Western 
Union  telegram  from  the  five  members  of  the  Euclid  Board  of  Education  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  He  still  has  that  telegram  which  reads:  "To 
Coach  Greg  Sattler:  Congratulations  on  winning  the  1982  GCC  Soccer 
Championship.  Please  share  this  message  with  Coach  Homovec  and  the 
members  of  the  soccer  team.  The  members  of  the  Euclid  Board  of  Education 
and  the  Superintendent  commend  the  coaches,  players,  parents  and  fans  for 
making  this  one  of  the  best  seasons  for  the  Euclid  High  School  soccer 
program.  Our  very  best  to  you  this  evening  as  you  celebrate  an  outstanding 


season.  Sincerely,  Members,  Euclid  Board  of  Education  Walter  Schwegler, 
President;  Shirley  Nurmi,  Vice  President;  Daniel  Flowers;  Mary  K.  King;  Denise 
Grace-Turek;  Ernest  A.  Husarik,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Greg's  wife  is  JoAnn  Sattler  who  was  in  the  Euclid  Senior  High  School  Class  of 
1972.  She  also  came  back  to  Euclid  to  teach,  as  an  elementary  school  teacher. 
And  she  has  also  retired  after  30  years  as  a  teacher.  Their  two  children, 
Gregory  and  Scott,  both  graduated  from  Euclid  High  School.  Since  there 
might  be  a  record  of  attended  service  involved,  Greg  puts  it  this  way, 
"Between  me  myself  and  my  wife  as  teachers  and  students,  and  our  two  sons 
being  students,  we  have  a  total  of  112  years  with  the  Euclid  Schools!" 

In  his  leisure  hours  Greg  likes  to  travel,  garden,  and  go  boating.  He  lists  his 
current  occupation  as  "Retired!"  Since  Greg  knows  that  records  are  made  to 
be  broken,  he  also  knows  that  if  any  of  his  children  come  back  to  teach  in 
Euclid,  those  112  family  years  of  service  in  the  Euclid  Schools  will-increase,  but 
at  least  the  record  will  stay  in  the  family.
